GRASSES: 


FOR PASTURE AND HAY. 


HERE is no branch of Agriculture that has received so little attention in the 

Dominion as the cultivation of Grasses and the forming of permanent pasture, 
and there is no department of agriculture that would pay our farmers ‘better to attend 
to than this. 

The.. European demand for butter and cheese, at least for good qualities of those articles, 
is constantly on the increase. The possibilities of the trade are therefore very great, and it is 
no exaggeration to say that double the number of cows could be profitably kept on a given 
number of acres of good grass land, than on the ordinary pastures of the country, if farmers 
would only use the same industry and intelligence in *‘ making ” pasture land, andin growing 
the various forage plants, as they do in raising crops of Wheat, Barley or Oats; and we are 
sure that in the Eastern Provinces the former system would be the most profitable. We do 
not mean to say that there are no farmers who pay attention to growing grass, but they 
are the exception ; when you find one, however, you can rest assured that he is rapidly 
making money. 

To have the Dairy Department of Farming as remunerative as it should be, it is an 
absolute necessity to have good pasture. It is true that many of the best grasses are 
indigenous, that is, they will be found in the course of time in pasture, though not sown, but 
this will only happen when the land has been well taken care of. Timothy and clover, 


_.though very suitable for hay, do not form a close sod, and consequently should not be 


used alone if it is desired to have pasture. 

We therefore strongly recommend that @ mixture of a number of varieties of grasses and 
clovers should be sown, because there is not a month from spring till fall, but is the season 
of luxuriance of one or other of them, and it is only by sowing a variety of species that 
a close sward can be formed in the shortest time. 

Below we enumerate most of the leading Grasses with descriptive remarks, which we 
hope may be useful. 

Some of our best farmers are now using Orchard grass, instead of Timothy, for hay, 
and find it very profitable. 

We hope that all our customers will make a trial of sowing a mixture of grasses this 
season, and we will be happy to give particulars as to price, what sorts are best adapted 
for particular soils, and any other information we have regarding the various varieties. 


The average weight, per bushel, of grasses, excepting Timothy and Rye Grass, is about 
14 lbs.

Timothy—(Phleum pratense) 

May be said to be (along with Clover) the exclusive hay crop of Canada, and is much relished by every 
kind of stock, though it is better acapted for horses than horned cattle ; it succeeds best on clay soils, or 
moist, heavy loams. Only a small.proportion of it should be used in a mixture of pasture grasses. Price 
variable. 

Kentucky Blue—(/ca pratensis) 18c. per lb- 

Good either for hay or pasture, and grows betteron dry gravelly soil than almost any other variety of 
grass. Yieldsa large quantity of herbage very early in the season, and, when intended-for hay, should be cut 
when in flower. 

Orchard—(Dactylus glomerata) 25c. perdbe 

A valuable grass for hay, on account of its large yield, and of its ripening at the same time as clover. Is 
remarkable for its rapid growth after being eaten or cut, and is said to produce more pasture per acre than 
any other grass. Is not suitable for thin soils, but grows well under the shade of trees. 

Red Top—(4 grostis vulgaris) Toc. per lb. 

A native variety of grass, suitable for permanent pasture ; forms a close sod, and succeeds best on moist 
soils, Should be kept eaten close, so as to prevent it running to seed, which renders it unpalatable to stock. 
Meadow Foxtail—(4lopecurus pratensis) soc. per lb. 

A fine early grass for permanent pasture, producing a fine, close sod. Is not so suitable for hay, as the 
stalks are not numerous. and succeeds best on moderately moist land. 

Crested Dogstail—(Cyosurus cristatus) ASC. perp. 

Only useful for pasture, and thrives well on almost any sort of soil, The flower stalks are not eaten by 
cattle, but all animals are fond of the root leaves, which are produced in great abundance. 

Sheep’s Fescue—(Lestuca ovina) 25c. per lb. 

Best suited for gravelly or sandy soils. It grows in small tufts, and a small proportion of it is of great 
advantage in permanent pasture, especially where sheep are kept. 

Hard Feseue—( Festuca Duriuscula) 25c. perdb. 

Is a fine pasture grass, and does well in most kinds of soil, but especially on such as are light and dry, 

It is of dwarf habit, with fine fcliage, and forms a close sod, thriving well in the driest weather. 
Sweet Vernal— (Anthoxranthum Odoratunt) 4oc. per lb. 

‘ The main utility of this grass is its earliness and its continued growth till late in the Fall, notwithstand- 
ing the severest drought.

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FLOWER SEEDS. i 


Flowery Seeds in any quantity we forward post patd, 
The following hints regarding the cultivation of Flowers may be of some service to Amateurs: 


SOIL.—<A free, medium rich soil, produces the best Flowers. If the soil be poor the plants.will not last long 


in bloom ; while if too rich there will be an overgrowth of leaves but few flowers. 


SOWING,—In the open ground, never sow too early. The plants flower much better if the seed be sown 


when the temperature of the soil is warm. The ground should be dug deeply, and carefully raked over ; 
small seeds should have the least possible covering—larger ones a little more in proportion to their 
size: after sowing, the ground should be pressed down with the hand. 


THINNING AND STAKING.—When sufficiently advanced to handle, the plants must be thinned out to 


a proper distance from each other, so that each plant will have plenty of room and air; the taller sorts, 
some of which have weak stems, should be supported by straight wooden stakes, and the plants secured 
to those by a narrow strip of matting. 


TRANSPLANTING.—This operation should be done, if possible, when the weather is cloudy. Great care 


should be taken to preserve the roots entire, and with as much earth adhering to them as possible ; 
thoroughly drench the plants before lifting to effect this. Plant rather thick to allow for failures, 
and water copicusly in the evenings, if the weather be dry. 


ARRANGEMENT.—In sowing or planting, special attention should be paid to the height of the plants, so 


as to have the smallest in front of the bed or border, and the taller onesin rear. Care should be taken 
to have a contrast of colours, otherwise the effect will not be pleasing. When grown in ‘‘Masses’’ or 
‘© Ribbons’’ Annuals should completely cover the ground. In small gardens, however, where they 
are sown in a mixed bed or border, it is best to let every plant or patch form a distinct object of 
attraction. 


TENDER ANNUALS.—Half Hardy and ‘lender Annuals require much the same after-treatment as the 


hardy varieties, They should be sown in a hot bed or in boxes in the house, In April, in light soil 
composed of leaf mould, loam, and river sand, in equal proportions. The amateur can place the boxes 
or pots in the window of any spare room, and great care must be taken to water sparingly in the earlier 
stages of growth. When the plants are two or three inches high transplant to where they are intended 
to bloom. 


BIENNIALS AND PERENNIALS.—Many varieties of these, Hardy, Half Hardy and Tender, will 


flower the first year, if sown at the same time as Annuals. ‘To have them flower the succeeding year, 
the best time for sowing is, perhaps, the months of July or August, so that the hardy varieties may 
have acquired sufficient strength to stand the winter. By sowing at this time there will be a fine show 
of flowers the succeeding summer. All the hints given regarding the culture of Annuals are applicable 
to Biennials and Perennials. :

We strongly recommend this magnificent tribe of flowering bulbs, as, in any. situation, their splendid 
tall flower spikes of brilliant colours render them special objects of attraction. ‘The bulbs should be planted 
(covering them about four inches) in May; dry and somewhat sandy soil being the most suitable for their 
growth. ‘hey are generally placed in rows one foot apart, and nine inches between the bulbs, but may be 
planted in the mixed border in ‘‘clumps’’ of three or four. In Autunin, before frost sets in, lift the bulbs 
and remove to a dry cellar, or any other place free from frost, but stil] not too warm. We have a large and 
varied assortment for sale, but, instead of giving a full list of names and descriptions, we offer them in collec- 
tions, as below.
